No Residences Were Burned--Much of Contents of Stores Saved— 
Fire Started in Bijou Theatre—Help Sent From Calgary 
But Did Not Arrive in Time to Assist—Lc3s Esti- 
mated at $250,000

CALGARY, Jan, 1.—Bvery business establishment in the town 
of Didsbury was destroyed by fire which was discovered at 3.30 
o‘eoek this morning and raged fiercely for three hours, sweeping 
the business section clean. Not a single business house remains 
No residences were burned and much of the contents of the stores 
was saved, No one was injured. 

The fire had its origin in the Bijou theatre, a moving picture 
show. It had gained considerable headway when discovered and 
despite the efforts of the volunteer fire departinent with fairly good 
equipment. fanned by a strong wind, spread rapidly among the 
buildings of the business section, most of which were frame strue 
tures, 

Calgary was telegraphed and several of the motor machines 
were dispatched. Leeving here about four o'clock they made a run 
of forty miles in a little more than an hour, but arrived too late ta 
be of material assistance 

The loss is estimated at $250,000 and it is thought that the in 
surance on the property destroyed wil! approximate about 75 per 
cent. of the total loss.
